BLOW AT | 
THE NAVY. 
Few Ships of Any 
Fighting Value. 
Naval Commitiee Makes 
a New Programme. 


Construction of First-class 
Vessels a Necessity. 
— 
Chinese Exclusion Bill 
Through Both Houses— 
Jordan Almonds. 


IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
ASHINGTON, April 28.—The na- 
val programme of 1903, as pre- 
sented in the Naval Appropria- 

tion Bill and the report filed today 

by Chairman Foss of the House Naval 

Committee, is one of unusual interest. 

The report does not take as optimis- 

tic a view of our naval progress as is 

generally held, and Mr. Foss points 
out that comparatively few of our 
ships have any real fighting value. He 
accompanies this with a statement of 
the enormous naval armament and 
progress of other countries, particularly 

Germany. It is shown by the report 

that the total number of vessels. of 

our navy, built and buliding, is 138, 

and the total cost wiil be $235,082,- 

209. The report adds: 

“While we have bullt and are bulld- 
ing, all told, 138 ships, yet compara- 
tively few of them have any real 


almost entirely in our eighteen battle- 
ships, eight armored cruisers and twen- 
ty-one protected cruisers. -Fhe rest of 
our ships would cut but little figure 
in actyal war. Ships of the battle line 
practically alone contain the naval 
strength of the nation.“ 

Referring to the foreign naval] pro- 
the report be “Of all the 
countries. Germany been building 
during the last few years faster than 
any of the others. Her ship-building 
programme started in 1898 and will be 
completed in 1908, possibly in 1907, in- 
stead of 1916, as at first planned. This. 
programme will give her in all thir- 
ty-eight battleships, fourteen large 
cruisers, thirty-eight smaller cruis- 
ers and ninety-six torpedo boats. After 
the completion of this programme the 
plan contemplates new constructions to 
replace ships which, though still serv- 


| lceable, may have reached the pre- 


scribed age limit.” 

‘Concerning new ships for our navy 
the report says: 

“The committee recommends that for 
the purpose of further increasing the 
naval establishment of the United 
States, the President shall have con- 
structed two first-class battleships, 
carrying the heaviest armor and most 
powerful ordnance for vessels of théir 
class upon a trial displacement of 
about 16,000 tons, and to have the high- 
est practicable speed and greatest re- 
dius of action and to cost, exclusive 
of armor and armament, not exceed- 
ing $4,212,000 each; two first-class ar- 
mored cruisers of about 14,500 tons trial 
tons displacement, to cost, exclusive 
of armor and armament, not exceeding 
$4,659,000 each, and two gunboats of 
about 1000 tons trial displacement. 

“In view of the fact that there is 
some public sentiment favorable to 
the building of ships in our government 
navy yards, it has been deemed advis- 
able by this committee to insert a 
provision in the appropriation bill this 
year leaving it to the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Navy to build any or 
all ships in government yards, but 
making it mandatory on him to con- 
struct at least one battleship or one 
armored cruiser in such navy yard as 
he may designate as an experiment, 
and it is further provided that he shall 
keep an account of all expenditures 
for labor and material in the inspection 
and construction of such ships and re- 
port to Congress at each session, and 


make a detailed report showing the 
va cost of one built by the gov- 
ernment and one built by contract. . 

“It is believed by your committee 
that nothing short of an experiment 
of this kind will show whether private 
contractors have been reasonable in 
the bids and serve for the future guid- 
ance in the construction of our navy. 
An appropriation of $175,000 is recom- 
mended for each yard in which a ship 
is built. 

“The complete cost of the two first- 
class battleships, two first-class arm- 
ored cruisers and two gunboats, with a 
total tonnage of 63,000 tons, Win ap- 
proximate $29,500,000. These battle. 
ships and cruisers will be larger than 
any heretofore authorized by Congress, 
and the plans recommended by the 
Board of Construction already have 
excited favorable comment of naval 
authorities abroad. The committee is 
of the opinion that in recommending 
the above naval programme, it is mak 
ing a substantial and healthy increase 
of our navy, and one which will meet 
everywhere with popular favor.” 

Other interesting features of the bill 
are provisions for a board of naval of- 
ficers to recommend a site for a naval 
station at some point on the Great 
Lakes; an increase of the enlisted force 
of the navy by 3000 men; provision for 
a new navy ration, as reported by a 
naval board, and an increase in the 
number of cadets at the academy by 
500

The United States Naval Academy is 
given $500,000 to carry on the plan of 
improvement.

day Mr. Harris of Kansas presented 
the following. telegram that he had re- 
ceived from the Kansas Millers’.

Mr. Proctor, in charge of the bill, 
moved that the Senate non-concur in 
the House amendments, and a confer- 
ence be requested. 

Mr. Cockrell of Missouri interposed 
with a motion to agree to the House 
amendments, and the motion was 
agreed to without division, thus pass- 
ing the bill. 

A number of minor bills were passed, 


and consideration was resumed of the 


Philippine Government Bill. Mr. Sim- 
mons of North Carolina addressed the 
Senate in opposition tq the measure. 
There was no reason, in his mind, why 
independence should be granted to the 
Cubans and denied to the Filipinos. 
He said it evidently was the purpose of 
the Repubican party to retain the Phil- 
ippines permanently, but he did not be- 
lieve the subject had been settled 
finally by the American people. Per- 
sonally, he had no doubt that the isl- 
ands ought to be turned over to their 
inhabitants, as he felt they were en- 
tirely capable of establishing a proper 
government, although they may not ‘be 
capable of establishing and maintain- 
taining such a government as ours. 
The Filipinos, by heredity, he thought, 
were not fitted for our kind of govern- 
ment 

Mr. Simmons referred to the order 
tesued by Gen. Smith to make the Isl- 
and of Samar a “howling wilderness,” 
and to slay all male inhabitants over 10 
| years of age. 

“No order recorded in all history,” 
he declared, “parallels that order, ex- 
cept that of ‘Herod, the King.’

A* “ANTI” CONVERTED. 

| A dispatch from Washington to 
the New York Sun of recent date re- 
corded the fact that “A. Lester Haz- 
lett, who had been sent at the request 
of the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union of Columbus, Wis. (probably Co- 
lumbus, O.,) to the Philippine Islands 
to investigate charges made against 
the military administration there,” 
has submitted his report, and that the 
same has been laid before the Senate 
Committee on the Philippines.

to be such as to fairly challenge com- 
parison with our best cities of 400,000 
population.” Very naturally, he found 
a considerable amount of immorality, 
not only among the natives, but 
among the Americans and Europeans. 
But surely, it is unnecessary to say 
that Mr. Hazlett need not have gone 
to the Philippines to find immorality. 
If one is looking for that sort of thing 
it can be found a great deal nearer 
home. * 

After expressing the opinion that it 
would be a mistake for Congress to 
restore the army canteen, Mr. Hazlett 
discusses the question of our govern- 
ment's policy concerning the retention 
of the islands. On this subject he says: 

“I went to the islands an ardent 
anti-expansionist; I return a firm be- 
liever in the policy of the administra- 
tion. I frankly confess that I had a 
wrong idea of conditions in the archi- 
pelago. I believed the people ready 
for self-government; now I know 
that while some of them are, the great 
mass of the people are not capable of 
it; but they will be, and that, perhaps, 
before a generation shall have passed.

real Jordan almonds were produced. In 
order to find out whether they were 


real Jordans, the nursery company

“I showed the samples to three dif- 
ferent local experts, and in each in- 
stance they were unhesitatingly 
declared to be almondra lartza. 
or the famous Jordan almonds of 
commerce, of fair medium grade. 
The taste seemed quite the same, 
and there is very little difference 
in the shape A surprising feature 
of this incident lies in the fact that 
the almonds in question are said to 
have been grown on a tree imported 
from France, and it is asked if it is 
possible that a tree which would not 
produce Jordan almonds in France 
would produce them in California. 
“About $5,000 boxes of these famous 
almonds are annually exported from 
Malaga, which is their only market of 
origin. The report from California and 
the result of my investigation would 
indicate, however, that Jordan almonds 
can now be grown in California. If 
this be true, California growers prob- 
ably will find the matter will be worth 
their attention, as both the demand 
and the prices for Jordan almonds have 
steadily increased during recent years. 


| The present price of these almonds for 


the popular grade known as confec- 
tioners’ is $8.75 per box of twenty-five 
pounds at Malaga. The price at 
same period last year was $7 per box. 
“London and New York have gen- 
erally taken virtually the whole crop 
of Jordans. At present the local stock 


hausted, and although all present signs 
promise a good crop this year, it is 
much too early to speak with any cer- 
tainty as to the prospects of the crops. 
In 1901. 31,200 boxes were exported 
direct from Malaga to the United 
States.”

MILLION-DOLLAR PROJECT MAY BE 
CARRIED OUT... 
Will Supply Ventura and Kern Dis- 
tricts With Transportation—Big Fire 
at McKittrick—Barton Strike a Good 
One—Suit Against West Shore.

The proposed construction of an elec. 
tric line to connect Bakersfield abc 
Ventura, and incidentally supply trans- 
portation for some of the important 
oil-producing sections in the State, is 
‘now enlisting the attention of oil men 
in two counties. 7 

Commenting on the project, which 
will require the expenditure of consid - 
erably over $1,000,000, a Ventura pro- 
ducer said yesterday that the outlook 
is now most encouraging, and that the 
prospects are that work will be begun 
on ‘the line before fall. The cost of 
construction is estimated at $10,000 a 
mile, and as the distance is 115 miles, it 
will aggregate over a million. 

»I believe that such a line as pro- 
posed, one that will bring the Kern 
River, Sunset and Midway fields into 
close connection with tidewater, will 
be a great stimulus to active work in 
the fields,” said he. “It will without 
doubt control the transportation of oil 
from the Ventura fields, particularly in 
the Sespe Cafion country, which shows 
great possibilities. There will prob- 
ably be much freight offered also. Men 
of capital are now investigating, and it 
is certain that the line will have the 
support of in every district 
that it reaches.“ 


BIG. FIRE AT M’KITTRICK 
Last week there was a serious fire in 
an asphalt mine half a mile west of

NION BOSSES TYING 
UP THE FISHERMEN. 


SAN PEDRO, April 29.—The hand of 
the union has shown itself on the face 
of the deep, and hereafter anyone eat. 
ing sea food which does not bear the 
brand of the totem will perhaps be 
denied the right to breathe. 

A of the fishermen who have 
quit the pursuit of finny foodstuffs be. 
cause of alleged aversion to competi- 
tion with the Japanese was held at 
Swinford’s Hall Monday nightt. Craig, 
the union agitator, was there, and 
with his tricky tongue persuaded some 
of the fishermen into the idea that 
the salvation of the country depends 
on their organizing into a union. 

It was arranged that the fishermen 
should meet again Wednesday night 
to work out the details of organiza- 
tion. Craig and his select coterie of 
bosses have not been telling it loudly 
that if the fishermen go into a union 
they will have to pay a handsome 
sum as dues, and that the revenue 
from the fishermen’s hard-earned sav- 
ings will be a rich plum for the union 
agitators that collect it. 

The Japanese, who have been bring- 
ing in fish, have not delivered any at 
the wholesale establishments in San 
Pedro since the Italians and others 


}] quit fishing Saturday night. 


WHOLESALER'S STATEMENT. 

“The Italian and other striking fish- 
ermen have made no demand on me 
as to the price to be paid to them for 
fish,” said W. W. Wickersham, San 
Pedro manager for the Morgan Oyster 
Company today. 

“A few days ago a committee ap- 
pointed by them waited on me and de. 
manded that I should not buy fish 
from the Japanese. I told them that 
I ghould buy fish from whoever I 
pleased to, that my money was there, 
and that if they didn't want to take it 
they didn’t have to. I told them that 
if they didn't want to sell their fish 
to me they need not do so. 

“Up to the 20th inst. I was paying 
4 cents a pound for barracuda. Since 
then the supply has been in excess of 
the demand, and there has consequent- 
ly been a drop in the price.. 

The Japanese were bringing in fish 
of a different kind from those delivered 
by the Italians and others, and. I was 
paying the Japanese a ‘4 cent per 
pound more for those rarer varieties 
than for the more plentiful kinds. I 
offéred to pay the Italians and others 
a % cent per pound more ni was 
paying the Japanese if they (the 
Italians and others) would bring in 
the same kinds that the Japanese were 
bringing. The Italians and others re- 
fused to get those kinds of fish 


( pers and rock cod) and said that 
A — too hard work to catch those 
nds. 


“As a matter of fact the rerer va- 
rieties brought in by the Japanese 
helped the sale of the commoner va- 
rieties (the halibut and barracuda) 
brought in by the Itallans and others. 
I can easily sell a good deal more of 
the halibut and barracuda if I have a 
supply of the rarer varieties brought in 
by the Japanese. 

“I can say that, 8 as this firm is 
concerned, we do propose to sub- 
mit to outside dictation. San Pedro is 
comparatively a smal] place on the 
map, and the ocean is a big thorough. 
fare on which everybody has a right 
to catch fish. 

“We have up to the present time 
had plenty of fish to fill all our or- 
ders. As far as we are concerned we 
will be able to fill all our orders.”

‘Gen. MacArthur Resumes His 
Statement Before Com- 
mittee of Senate. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M] 
MANILA, April 29.—-[By Manila Ca- 
ble.] When the trial by court-martial 
of Gen. Jacob H. Smith was mesumed 
today, Pedro Bella, a boy “mascot” of 
Co. E, of the Ninth Infantry, com- 
manded by Capt. Thomas W. Connell, 
who was massacred by the Samar 
natives at Balangiga, testified that he 
saw Capt: Connell’s death wound given 
a boy of fifteen. The witness saw 
several other boys of the same age 
among the natives who took purt in 
the massacre, and thought he could 
himself use a bolo against a soldier. 

Capt. Waldo B. Myer, Gen. Smith's 
adjutant-general, said he had been 
closely in touch with all the move- 
ments, and knew Gen. Smith's plans, 
purposes and feeling at every phase. 
He added that on the general’s arrivai 
the coast was deserted, and he saw the 
Same towns filled with people when he 
left. But so far as the people of Sa- 
mar were concerned, he met only one 
man worthy of respect, who was sin- 
cere, patriotic and honorable. He must 
admit, however, that the man with 
these ‘qualifications was born at Marin- 
duque, of Tagalog ancestry. 

First Lieut. Van de Men of the 
Twenty-first Infantry, who had charge 
of the military information bureau, 
described from the récords the treach- 
ery of the natives of Samar. 

GEN. MACARTHUR CONTINUES. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRIESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on the Philippines to- 
day resumed the examination of wit- 
nesses in connection with the investi- 
gation of affairs in the Philippine Isl- 
ands. Gen. MacArthur continued his 
testimony. He explained the statement 
in his annual report of June 30, 1900, 
that “the United States had acquired 
sovereignty by treaty, and in a way 
owned the Philippine Islands, but did 
not own the Philippine people,” by 
saying that these conclusions were re- 
ported after conversations with an in- 
finite number of people and observa- 
tion, and that they represented the 
bulk of the views of the Nationalist 
Party. 

He then, in response to questions by 
Senator Patterson, described the differ- 
ent towns embraced within the Ameri- 
can lines on the night of February 5, 
1899, when the outbreak occurred, and 
identified what purported to be a copy 


ot 


nila. 

Senator Patterson sought to show 
that it was not difficult to deceive 
Aguinaldo by forgery, and referred to 
his capture by Gen. Funston, through 
a forged letter signed “La Cuna. Gen. 
MacArthur with considerable empha- 
Sis, declared that Gen. Funston was not 
responsible in any way for any meth- 
ods which obtained in the capture of 
Aguinaldo. 

“I am responsible in that matter in 
every way and particular,” said Gen. 
MacArthur. “It was fone of the decep- 
tions freguentiy practiced in war, and 
whatever blame attaches thereto J 
take.” 

With regard to the order for the Ma- 
nila massacre, Gen. MacArthur answer- 
ing further questions by Senator Pat- 


terson, said the order he saw was 
signed *v Sandico and not by Luna. 
Gen. MecArthur recited the efforts 


made by him to ferret out Luna's con- 
nection with it. 

“The witness could not recall a let- 
ter of Gen. Reeves, who was the “hicf 
of Police at Manila, in which he stated 
that he did not believe a massacre was 
intended, because it was entirely con- 
trary to the manner in which the Fil. 
ipinos had waged war in the past.

TALKS OF PHILIPPINES. 
WHEELER'S POINT OF VIEW. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW.YORK, April 29.—In a lengthy 
interview, published by the Herald, 
Gen. Joseph Wheeler, retired, who ts 
at the home of his sister in Brooklyn, 
has discussed the Philippines in the 
light of recent developments from his 
point of view, after six months’ serv- 
tice there in command of a brigade. 

“My service was confined,” he said, 
“to that section of the country ex- 
tending for about one hundred and 
twenty-eight miles above Manila, and 
some thirty or forty miles in breadth, 
It is a thickly-populated country; its 
cities have schools and the people are 
more or less educated.

Armour Tells Whyfore 
of High Prices. 
Dry Weather Has Cut 
Live-stock Receipts.

KANSAS CITY, April 29.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Charles W. Armour, head 
of the Armor interests in Kansas City, 
said today that he knew absolutely 
nothing of the existence of an alleged 
combine or trust among the packers of 
the country.

Now.“ continued Armour, “I am go- 
ing to give a few reasons why meat 
priees are high. The dry weather in 
Kansas, Okdahoma, Northern Texas, 
Nebraska and parts of Missouri and 
lowa last summer has had the effect 
of cutting down the receipts of live 
stock in the five great markets of 
the world to an astounding degree. 

We get the daily reports of receipts 
at Chicago, St. Louis, Omaha, St. Jo- 
seph and Kansas City, and during the 
present month I have had the figures 
tabulated. The decreases in receipts 
in the five big markets mentioned are, 
not including the last day of the pres- 
ent month, as follows, against those of 
April, 1901: Hogs, 225,000; cattle, 4. 
500; sheep, 154,800. Coal during the 
past few years has advanced from 
25 to 30 per cent. in price. Pig tin. 
which a few years ago cost us 11% 
cents a pound, now costs 28 cents. Salt 
has doubled in value. The lumber 
which we use to make our boxes has 
advanced on an average of $7 per 
thousand feet. Everything else has ad- 
vanced more or less, while the price 
of labor is either about the same or a 
little higher.”
